to think it altogether unintelligible. —Moral 
Happinefs, or the Happinefs of moral Agents, 
as fuch, I imagine, allowedly confifts in the 
Pleature refulting from a paft rational Con- 
du of their own refleéted on; but how can 
fach Pieafure or Happinefs be poffibly im- 
parted to a moral Agent, who is capable, ia 
Virtue of his moral Ageney, of a rational or 
irrational Conduét, as he pleafes? If there- 
fore by faying, That a Beirg infinitely geod, 
wife and powerful cannot but impart the 
greateft pofflible Happinefs, you mean any 
more, ‘than that fuch a Being cannot but 
irepart Capacities for Happinefs, fuitable to 
the Creatures he has formed, your Affertion, 
I think, is net true; and if you mean no 
more, neither is this at all to your Purpofe ; 
becaufe you are very fenfible, that in this 
Confreverfy it is all along fappofed, that not- 
withftanding the Sao@tification and Salvation 
of all Mankind are the Will or Defire of 
God, yet he has formed them with a Liberty 
or Power of chufing, to make a right or 
wrong Ufe of the Capacities he has imparted 
to them, aad confequently with a Capacity 
of Happinefs or Unhappinefs, as they wifely 
ufe, or foolifhly abufe thofe Powers, which 
he has given them. 

Your fifth, viz. In this Conflitution of Things, 
&c. contains a Principle of too great Impor- 
tance, and of too confiderable Influence on 
the moral World to be granted without Proof. 
Befides, that fuch a Proportion of moral E- 


wil, as was at any given Time, was Part of the J) 


Conftitutien of God, impoffidle not to be com- 
mitted, and the bef Means of attaining the 
beft End, is what I can fcarcely imagine, you 
will think capable of being defended, on a 
more mature Confideration: Nor indeed witl 
your Premife at all fupport fo obnoxious a 
Conclufion.

mitting, or an Impoflibility of avoiding to F 


eommit any Action, which we now call a 
mora] Evil, takes Place, there the very Na- 
ture of “Evil ceafes, with refpeét to the Per- 
fon who commits it, and confequently the 
Accountablenefs for it: So that it by fayiog, 
that it is impoffible there fhould not be moral 


Evil in the prefent Conftitution of Thines, 


you mean, that it is impoffible there thould

nied; but if you mean no more by it, than 
that it is impofiible we thould not do Things,

tion at Vigo, &c. mention'd 
in our laft, p. 412. 

Whiteball, Aug. 31. The 
fi Earl of WNorthefk, Captain 
; of his Majefty s Ship the 
Loo, being on a Cruize off of Cape Finifferre, 
and the Parts adjacent, receiv’d Intelligence 
of a {mall Privateer being at Porto Nowa, 
upon which he ftood ia there on the 30th 
of Sune; but the Privateer difcovering him, 
got higher up. the River than the Loo could 
venture, and it falling calm, Lord NorthefR 
was obliged to anchor clofe by the Towns of 
Porto Nova and St. Fago, into which he fir’d 
a few Shot, then landed fome Men, and dif- 
mounted four Guns, which were on a Battery 
at Porto Nowa, and fet Fire to feveral Hovfes 
at St. Fago. On Fuly 7, Lord Northefh met 
with his Majefty’s Ship the Dealcaftle, com- 
manded by Capt. Elton, and receiving Intel- 
ligence of fome Veffels being at Vigo, they 
run up the River, and anchor’d before that 
Town, where they made.

At the fame Time, your 
High Mightineffes fee them in a perpetual A- 
gitation, in concert with the Queen of Hun- 
géry's Minifters, in order to drive Things to 
the laft Extremities, with the vain Hopes, 
that in this Manner they will gain by Vi- 
oleace what they cannot bring about by Per- 
fuafion; I mean,. rendering the Flame of 
War general, and drawing your High Migh- 
tineffes into it, To prove the Truth of what 
J aivance, I need but remind you of the 
Memorial of thofe Minifters, efpecially the 
' lat of the 18th Inftant. (See p. 405:) 

: High and Mighty Lords, 
| _ "Tis after producing fuch a Memorial, that 
the Britio Minifters ftill flatter them {elves 
to be able to prevail upon you to join with 
England in fending Commiffaries to Dunkirk, 
tncer the Pretext of examining the Situation 
of Things there, with refpeé& to the Objer- 
vance of what has been ftipulated by Trea- 
tes. Your High Mightineffes will not doubt 
of the Eagernefs and Confidence with which 
the Republick’s Commiffaries would be re- 
ceived there ; but a Nation, who, by Memo- 
rials which her Minifters deliver in a folemn 
Manner, plainly tells that the is refolved to 
a offenfively, can the ftill believe herfelf ia

However, 
this Promotion, with their rejeCting the Offer 
of Dunkirk, looks as if they intended to have 

a Share in the War, in Cafe it fhould break 
out in Flanders, 

Aug. 11. The French in Prague made an- 
other vigorous Sally with 6020 Men, and at 
firft beat the Aufrians from fome of their ad- 
vanced Works; but a Battalion of Merci’s 
Regiment, and the Picquets of the Au/frian 
Army, both Cavalry and Infantry, marching 
up, the French were again beat out of the 
Works, and purfued to the very Fofly of the 
Town; fo that all the Damage they had 
Time to do, was to nail four half Mortare 
and burn a few Fafcines. The Action was, 
however, very bloody and obftinate, having 
Jafted from Five till after Seven in the After- 
noon, From this Time the BeGeged did not 
venture to make any confiderable Sally, and 
the Befiegers continued their Approaches with 
the utmoft Diligence; but an Exprefs from 
Vienna having arrived in the Camp on the 
27th paft, a Grand Council of War was held, 
wherein it was refolved to turn the Siege into 
a Blockade, and to march with the greateft 
Part of the Army towards the Upper Palati- 
nate, in order to meet and give Battle to the 
Marthal Mazilebsis. Upon thig the Inhabi- 
tants, for two German Leagnes round Prague, 
were all obliged to retire with their Cattle and 
Effeéts, to come red French in Prague 
getting 'P ian Artillery « 

y ane. He were fent oPice of Secusity, 

and the Army marched out of the Trenches 
upon the 34 Inftant, leaving General Fr/- 
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tititz with 16,000 Men to carry on the 
Blockade. 

Aug. 31. The French and Bavarian Army 
under «the Counts Sectendorff and Saxe quitted 
their Camp near Straudingen in Bavaria, and 
arrived the 1f Inftant near Rati/bon, from 
whence they decamped foon after, in order to 
join the Martha] Maillebois in the Upper Pa- 
latinate. Upon this Count Kewenballer, with 
the Auftrian Army under his Command, like- 
wife quitted his Camp, and began his March 
towards Bohemia, in order to join Prince 
Charles's Army from Prague ; but before he 
began -his March, he difpatched fome of his 
Huffars, &c. to attend the Rear of the 
French and Bavarian Army, in order to har- 
yafs them in their March. And he likewife 
fent the Baron Trenck with a Body of Troops 
to make theméelves Mafters of the Town of 
Chamb, in the Upper Palatinate, of which 
Expedition we have the following particular 
and very remarkable Account, 

On the 27th ult. the Baron arrived before 
Chamb with about 1000 Men, confifting of 
Pandours, Talpatches and Croatians. They 
furmmon'd the Town to forrender in the ufual 
Manner; to which the Inhabitants anfwer’d, 
That thry having taken an Oath “of Fidelity 
to the Emperor, thy would aét agreeably 
thereto, The next Day nothing was done, 
nor would the Garifon furrender. On the 
29th the Town was attack’d with extraor- 
dinary Vigour, and at the fame Time Means 
was found to fet fire thereto, which did great 
Damage, and occafion’d the utmoft Confufion. 
The Inhabitants being unable to defend them- 
felves in this deplorable Condition, opened the 
Gates. The Pardours, &c. were fo animated 
upon their Entrance into the City, that they 

ut all they met with tothe Sword. The 
reft.of the Day, and the following Night, 
were taken up by plundering of the Place, 
which ceafed not til! there was nothing left, 
‘There were no other Troops in Chamb than a 
Battalion of the Ele€tora] Prince of Bawariz, 
confifting of 540 Men, 200 of which were 
killed ether in the general Attack, or when 
the Pandours took the Place: The reft of the 
Battalion were tsken Prifoners, befides Count 
Comgi who commanded them, a Captain, fe- 
ven Lieutenants, ard fome Enfigns. Baron 
Trenck gives out, that this Body wes Part of 
the Troops in Garifon at Lintz, and that thry 
have violst.d the Capitulation entér’d into, by 
which they 2¢rerd not to a egainft the 
Queen of Hungary during a Year: So that it 
has been refolv'd to fend both Officers and 
Soldiers to P’ismna, in order to be tried there 
on that Atcou’t. Major General Campicih 
is ordered to conduét them thither, and to 
carry with him fevera!

Fifty of the Prifon- 
ers pefied before our Dey with Chains about 
their Necks, 25 of them were immediately 
by his Order beheaded, and the reft have no 
Way of efcaping the like Fate but by become 
ing Renegadoes. 

By our laft Advices we have the following 
remarkable Article from Madrid, dated Au- 
gufi 23. Some Scheme of the laft Impor- 
tance has employed for a Week paft the At- 
tention. of our Court. At laft a Dilpatch 
was delivered to a Courier, who was told at 
his Departure, that for every Hour he arrived 
fooner than ufval, with the Duke de Monte. 
mar, he fhould receive 25 Piftoles. Her Ma- 
jefty feems to be confol’d for all her Difap- 
pointments by Don Pbilip’s taking Quarters in 
Savoy, of which, and of attacking the Eng- 
lifh Colonies in America, the talks continually, 
which being not her Cuftom furprifes every 
Body. His Majefty, on the other hand, is 
extremely melancholy, on repeated Advices 
from the Sea-Coafts, that Englifb Frigates 
and Privateers have put an End to all. Com- 
merce, and now land continually, and lay all 
the Country under Contribution. 

Notwithftanding thefe repeated Advices, 
the Spanifh Court han refolved to fend another 
large Body of their Troops through France 
into Italy ; and as this muft leave many Parts 
of their Sea-Coaft deftitute of Troops, it is 
to be hoped, that we may begin to think of 
more important Attempts upon that King- 
dom, than have hitherto been undertaken. 

We had the following Advice from Smyrna, 
dated July 22. On the rgth a Fire broke ont 
in the Houfe of a few, which not only burat 
it to the Ground, but feveral of the Edifices 
adjacent. The Flames at laft took hold of 
the Turki Tribunal, fo that in a thort Time 
the whole Weftern Side of the City was in 
Flames ; but they were at laft extinguith'd.
